MY LORD, 
Ss "bo obedience to your Lordſhips commands, I hait 
NN dercaken to render you 2 Succin& Relation of rhe 
LES VE Pro xccedings of the Conclave in their EleQion of Pope 
St] 1 Clement the Þ ''ghth. In the beginning whereof I muſt 
| inzenionlly confeſs my felf perplexed with aſtoniſhe 
mcn: and fcar, when 1 conſider the brevity ot man's lite, and how 
often wc find Ts and Tears to be each orhers ſucceſſors 3 ſeeing 
that in the little ſpace of 18 months we have ſeen five Popes, 
Sextith, Hrbanw, Greg: rin, Innocentims, and Clement : which acct» 
dent, it 15 poſſiole, never yer d1d happen : : and they do the more 
affrighr me, 2s being the ſcourges of a Celeſtial Power nvon ns, to 
admoniſh vs of our deceirs _ orievous fins. And if ever there were 
a Conclave Fall of tarbn lency, contentions, danger and d:fticulty, 
fic ro bcgcr a Schiſm amongſt us, certainly this was the moſt rer- 
rible and dangero -, in which every thing had gone tophe turvy, 
bad nor the Divine Providence interpoſed his right hand, and 
made uie of his Omniporency in the compoſure of all diſcords, and 
B unicing 
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uniting in a happy Concord thoſe diſpoſitions that were before ac 
variance: not alone to che amazement of thoſe thar ſaw ir, and 
were aQiye in it; but to them alſo that have heard, or ſhall here- 
after hear of it, Pope Innocent the Ninth, a man cf innocent life, 
and eminent virre, having atcained ce Popedom at the age of 7 3 
years, did ſurrender his ſoul unto the Sovereign Creator, wichin 
rhe ſpace of two months, to the great grief of all Rowe, being 
deprived of ghar great hope ſhe had conceived of his equity: and 
prudence, of which virtues (to the alacreons comfort of the Inha- 
bitants of Rome) he had begun an havny demonſtration ; inſfomuch 
that it ſeemed unro rhem char God had only ſhewed, and not be- 
ſtowed him upon them. From hence there being a neceflity to 
Ele& a Succeſſor unto him, the Cardinals were all replcat with 
various thoughts y and perplcxed with d:\tarvant cates; nor only 
ecauſe- there was not jn che world a more important buſineſs, 
bur alfo becauſe they were extafhed with diftraltions amongſt 
themſelves, Every one intending to procure an EleStion according 
to his own Inclinacion and Intereſt. Buc it was a rare and cx- 
emplary thing, that amoneſt ſo many c(liviſrens, they ſhould all, 
or the molt part, 2im ar che Ele:tion of the avleſt and molt 
honeſt perſon: As an evidence thar all Contraricties muſt ſu>- 
{cribe to honeſly and virtne. And if art that time we have ſeen 
one that was the moſt worthy of the Popedom (as we may fay) 
and yer to ſce him eclipsd , we cannot bur difcern ſome occult 
and Divine Providence, to vwelticli we mult ſubmit our beſt 1n- 
deavourss 


The Cardinals were divided into three Faftions: che fir{t was 
of Spain under the Condu&t of Madrazzs ,, with whong, alfo 
did fide divers others chat were either that Kings Subjeas, Pen- 
fioners, Kinſmen , or Dependents. The intent of rhe King ( as 
his Miniſters did avouch ) was very good , who was onely defi- 
rous of a Pope that was honeſt and zealons for the gtry of 
God: As alſo (ir {ſeemed ) that all other Princes did defire 
it. But in truth, ro examine their Proceedings more narrowly, 
the ſcope of every ones intent was to delire one to whom he 
himfclf had the nearcſt retation, In which deccix the Royal 


Miniſters 
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Miniſtcrs, reſolving to approve themſelves ſolicitons and expert 
in managing their Maſters affaſrs, concluded that no other thould 
be Pope than one of theſe, thar is, Colamna, Como, Palioto, Santa 
Sevarina, and Madrazzo, And alchongh outwardly they did 
moſt appear for Santa Savarina, yet it was eaſily diſcernable, 
that thy were inwardly more inclinable to Madruzzy 5 as con- 
ctiving him the man that they had more truſt in, hiding ngp 
vertheleſs with grcac ſubtilty chis cheir ſecret intention : Bur that 
you may the better unde:ſtavd how things were at that time, 
vou hail know, thac the Cardinsls of the Spaniſh tachion ( were 
it cicher diffi lency, or jeal-ufe, or aiy other paiſion J were cx- 
trcamly divided amoneſt. themſelves, one ſtanding for one Pope, 
and a fecond for another; in which divifien there were ſome thac 
did not only refuſe all the prencminatcd perſcns, but would have 
incroduced others in whom the King could not confides as 15 
appacnc by examination cf the effects, without any turcher ſearch 
into the particulars ar the preſent, There were ſeme that were of 
an o7inon, that thar faction had at that time another misfortune 
and impediment, which is, that Jſadrnzzo being the Pilor of 
char Shiv, and aſpiring ro the Popedom, 1 miy be more by the 
perſwaſion of others rhan zny inclination of Ius own, did con- 
ceal his thoughts wich a greac deal of ſabtilty 5 and did nor 
indeavour the promotion cf others, bur did rather craftily pre- 
vent them, that thereby the way of exaltarion may be the more 
facile and open unto him; alchough others fay, that theſe were 
buc talſe rumcurs and ſuſpitions.

The ſecond Faction was that of Mcntalto, chick of the Creatures 
of Sextw the fitth, joyned with the Spaniards, Venttians, and T wſ- 
cans, with a relolute mind to make Santa Savarina Pope, whicl1 
waz his Reſolation ar rhe-former Conclave, (as itis manifeſtly appa- 
rent) for, at which time chere was a talk of the Adoration of Santi- 
guairo, he then asxing CMendeza, who was then the head of the 
Spanij Faction, IWhich world be more acceptable to the King, of 
Santjquatro oy Santa Savarina ? Mendgz.2 wituly anſwered him, Thap 
thiy were beth fair in reSpeft of the King. And CMontalto de- 
mandivg again Which of the two would be more willingly received by 
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the King? Mendiza immediately anſwered him, That they frocd 


both equal in the Kings eſtimation : Tnſom:ch char all Scruple being 


removed trom eMontalto, he went and did unanimonily concur 
withthereſtin the Adoration of Santiqnatro, Here many will won= 
Cer atthe Alccration of Afontalto, who was in a poſſibility of ma- 
king Santa Savarina Pore, when Cyr2ory the fourteenth was eleRed,

and have engaged Spain, Taſc:ny, and divers other Creaturcs 
unto 11'm, yer wot ; 
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Nuure aid Severity, and fea that his E: 
be bis Devrelitzong and that the ſame thin? ſhonl: 
difpicaic him now, v I'd: before was © plaufible ro hims and char 
he would now fo much confice in him, whem hehad ſo much diſttii- 
ſtd before. Burt Miracles muſt be Pathve, where the Hand of God 
is Active, who is the ſole Dire&or of all humane Afﬀairs, and his 
W corks above the Scarch or Apprehenfion of Mans Capacity : Yer 
there have not been wanting acute ond ſabrile Wits to ſcarch one the 
Cauſe of this Muta;15n in /fontalto: fome are of opinion, that 
this altcratzon in 2eont::!to did proceed from this, that he was now 
better intormed ©! ihe good D tpotition of Sont,s Sawiring than he 
was bejorrs others attrivute 1t to the ercat Inflance cf the 
Dake, vv defired no other to be Pope than Sante S:varing, 
rin? him, that he bcing once inveſted in the Paracy, would 
afrme him as much jnco bis Favorr and good Eſtecm, 25 ever he 
wasin the opinion of Se-xtzz. Ochers report, that he did ir to inora- 
iate Iymſclt with Spain, who defired likewiſe that bis (hould be 
Pope, Zſeontalto buingerclolved altogether ro depend upon the 
ProtcRion of that Crown , havins confidered that he could o&+ 
make choice of a more ſecure Proteftion than this for him and 
Family. Ochers did conceive it d1d procced from the Fear tha: 
Afontalto did alwaics ſtand in of Paſiotto, donbring tha: the Spa- 
niards would ferhim up again, and pitch npon him or elſe avon 
Santa Savarina, or upon CMadrazzo or Comm, all which he &i4 
equally loath, as a fick Man doth bitter things. There have been 
ſome beſides that dteemed this Practice of his to be a $:ra azcm, 
that he might by that bait of Sante Sivarina invite thic Spwiards 
coconfide 1n him, and to induce them to accept him for one <f their 
Creaturesz in caſe that be ſhould not maks any 05 the other aforc- 
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named tobe Pope z Monta'to intending win ha: Art to courcn 
the Art of the Spani-rds, ſeeing that the Report went, thac they 
would joyn wich him, with Intention t e uſe of his fayonrable 
Indeavours ;- but that ne ſhouid not do the like of theirs walets it 
were by Conſtraints and to mae thumſelres ſecure by that Union, of 
thoſe Snbjeas that were avlolutcly excladed by them | Salwiati, 
Verona, and Mondavi, that none of tnem might by chayce be made 
Pope againſt their will. Bar leaving off theſe Confiderarions unto 
them who are de!frons to cxamine them, we {hail ice tha: me In- 
eention of Afontalto 15 really co ma'te Santa Savarinas Pope z and 
in cate he cout noz accomplith thac, then to ſ{errle 3x upon fome 
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Creature of his on, aiming ch.cily at Aldobrandino, a5 tie mote 
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probable man vy r-.aton ot 11s good Nature and cxcellene Virines ; 


as allo becauſe of che prompe Inclination of te whole Colledge 
expreſied ro him in tormer Conclaves, and for the exceſſive Love 
he alwaies bare unto lum, having alwates repute} him as his Fa- 
ther 5 althongh with a great Prudence he did ſtrive ro conceal 
thar AﬀcRion, fearing to give offence nito the rift of his Fa- 
CON, 

The third FaRion was that of Sforz.2 the chick of the Gregorians, 
amoneſt whom there were excellent Men ; but unfortunately the y 
were oppoſed by the Spani:rds, not through any deſerts of thor 
own, but becauſe of their particular intereſt, and reaſons of Srare : 
from whence Sforza confidering all theſe thinos, and obtervin> 
the great difhcaities thar oppoſed him, he conceived it alrogether 
1mpeiible ro promote any of his Fa&tion to the Papacy z wanting 
for that preſcnt, the favour and aftiſtance of 2ſontalto, with the 
help whereof he had obtained all his former ViRories; he faw 
that at that time he had not one of his Eaton that had the 
countenance of Spain for liis ſupport, as formerly he had : as 
Santo - Marcello who was aftcr Urban Vil, Cremona who was 
Gregory XIV. and Sarto QO#atro who was [nncentins V11I. 
elected one after another witiz che help of the Nomination and 
Favour of Spain, ani of Aentalto : He perceived thar at rhar time 
the only aim of Spaiz was +> -xclnde the chict of his Fa&tion ; he 
did conſider that jn all reaſon che Colledge ſhould make ſome 
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equal Dividend of rthcir Favours amoneſt the other Factions. Bur 
the thing that did only diſgnſt him was, that Santa Savaring, 2 
man by him extremcly diſaffeRed, was 1n all probability lixely to 
be preferred, Pope [nnrcentivs being then dead. Afontalto, Afa- 
druzzo, G nietano, Aonti and mony others, together with Cr fa 
Catholick Embaſſaclor began to practiſe openly in bchalf of Santa 
Savarina, with ſuch a Fcrvor, that they pablickly faid , They had 
the Papacy in their hind: : eicher it was, that they did verily be- 
lieve jr, becanſe of their powerful Fa&tion 3 or clte it was to rer- 
Tifie their Adverſaries from arcempcing to exclude him + which 
way was more hurtful tro the Cauſe of Santa Savarina, ſeeing it 
proved an TIrritation and Spur to thruſt his Advyerſaries into De- 
ſpair, and fo excite them by all pofſible means to hinder him : 
from whence is is a thing in this place remarkable that it js more 
{*care to make his way by planiible and ſmooth Actions, chan 
by violeut and thancring, and rather to eſtcem of his Fncmies, 
than to contenmn them. Therefore Sferza, A'tempos, Arraogena, 
Colunna, Alexandrino, Sfondrato, and others of their Adherents, 
being incenſed not only to lee fo much Pavonr for Santa Sivarins, 
bur alſo that they would make him Pope 1n ſpite of them, made 
an Unioff and a League amongſt themſelves to oppoſe his Great- 
neſs, giving Aſſurance to cacit other by Oath, to reſiſt him to 
their utmoſt power, and not to decline that Union upon any Ac- 
cident whatſoever. And certainly it 15 a miracalons thing, to con- 
ſider, that they thonld- engage thiemſelves in Oppoſition ro an Oc- 
cation of ſuch Diftcalcy char 1c was almoſt jmyoſſt3le for them co 
overcome. Nevertheleſs guided by rhe Holy Ghoſt they did re- 
ſolve ro attempt it, applying themſelves with all Induſtry againſt 
Santas Savirinaz and to deſtroy his Praftices they di} propound 
ro the Cardinals his excreme Severity, with the Damage and 
Ruine that muſt accrew both to che publick and che private, if he 
were made Pope. After that, they dd endeavour to pur ad'ifhdence 
berween him and JZontalto, and the Faction of Spain and the 
Flerentine , under divers Colours and Arguments: And to' Cil- 
{wade and take off Afontalto from him, they attempted him with 
Glory and Intereſt, and to adyance one of his Creatures to the 
Papacy : they aid invite Afwarazzs likewile with the ſame Strata- 
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gems and Promiſes; as alſo not being wanting co inſinuate into 
the Minds of all his Compecicors the Facility they might find in 
procuring the Papacy for rhemſclves, wherein they would be afſi- 
ſtant unto them : which *Snegeſtions were very powerful and 
vould have been grcedily ſwallowed by any who had not a more 
divine Illumination to conclude, che Intention of theſe combvined 
men was to excite on all hides Confufions, Diviſions, and Diſtra- 
tions, to divert and break in ſome part che Plors and Practices 
of Santa $awarina. Theſe Con:entions were pleafing unto thoſe 
who out of a [clf-conceitednefs did believe ont of theſe Revolntionsto 
work a way to their own ends: and if any had reaſon to hope, 
Adadruzzo was not tobe debarr'd his thare of ExpeQation yz for if 
$anta Savarina ſhould be once excluded, Montalto (in reſpet 
of the King's Favour ) would in all probability caſt a favourable 
Aſpe& rowards him: Neverthelcls the Practices of Sants Savaring 
went on with fach. a heat, as can hardly be imagined , becauſe 
Montaltowas every day more ſolicicous in irs the great DakE had 
Tntention to no bedy bur co him; the Count of Olivares Carhc- 
lick Embaſſador, before he went to be Vice-roy in Sicily, planted a 
great Foundation for him both in R:»2e and Spain. A wonder- 
ful thing chat wo Princes that were of different Spirits ſhould 
concur with ſuch carneſtneſs jn the ſame Subje&t, that it was al- 
moſt impofſible ro diſcern which was the moſt forward. in his Fa- 
vours towards him : Neither were theſe Favours ſecret but open, 
neither was it a new thingy but continued a long time, and cons» 
firmed by the grcateſt defires of theſe Princes, and the greateſt 
Endcayours of their Miniſters. The Cardinals which did exclude 
Santa S$avirina were few, but they were unired, they were fix- 
reen in all, viz. Arragona, Colonna, Paleotto, Como, eAltemr, 
Canano, Mondavi, Larcidotio, Aſecli, Sferza , Sfendratoy Pala- 
vicino, Beromeo, effqunavivs, and Platts. On the contrary fide 
he had many S1pporters, that you might have ſeen Kindred ar 
diſagrecment 5 Reuſticucets was favourable unto him, Alexandrins: 
Opponent, che Young Colonna did adhere unto him, the Old did 
abhor him. There were alſo ſome of the Fations that were diſ- 
ſonant from their Heads; Farnezi a Creature of £fondrato vored 
for him, and Sfondrato hys Chief excluded him 4 on the other fide, 
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HJ eu ant Home Creatnres of Aentalto did diſagree from the 
ame Jimtilto. Ir is ſaid that Aſcoli did it to pleaſe Alerondrins, 
who was Author cf his Greatneſs, and Boremeo to pleaſe Altempos, 
who was his Kinſman and BenefaQr. * Ir js ſaid that Sfondrato 
mace himſelf one of che Heads of the ExcluGon tor many Cauſes, 
but chicfly ro hinder the Increaſe of Gaiztens's Fortune, knowing 
how mruch he was in Favour with Santz Sevarine, The whilc 
theſe Practices were managing in this manner with ſo many Fa- 
vours and Helps thar there was a general Voice in Rowe, that 
without doubt he ſhould be Pope; ſome intimate Fricnds of Sfon= 
drato ſpake to him in this manner. 

My Lord, Ont of the Services which we hiv? devoted unto you, 
and for the Hon'ur and Hoprineſ? of your ſelf and Fomily, we de- 
fire you to hearken with an impirtiil © ar to what we (Fall ſay nnto you. 
In making your [elf the Head of the Excluſion of Santa Savarinry 
Jou expoſe yenur ſelf to an oppoirent Danfcr of Raine. 7 he Excluſion 
of it Fir * m<ſf dice and d:ficu't, Do you nit hear the palblick 
LF iice cf Rome, T h.t Santa Savarina & P.pe ? Who can re/iſt againſt 
"3 many Aſſiſtants, as he hath, from Spain, from Montalio, fr: the 
lorentines and Venetians ? Do nt vu ſee that you eppoſe tha: King, on 
whom he and the Duke his Brother chiefly depend ? Do nit you ſee tht 
Jen diSþleaſe the greateſt part of the Sacred Colkeage that deſires him ? 
Do you not ſee that thu, 1s ro+inft the holy Will of God, who hath 
decreed hins to be Pope, for ſerme great Myſtery and ſome remark- 
able Benefit of his Ho!'y Church ? All the reſt that are combined in 
thu Excluſion are engaged by their Intereſt, Emmnletion, Contention, 
or Hatred, all which may be in ſome degree excuſable, Lat you ha- 
Ping none of th:ſe IMotiver, the greater wy'l le his Offence he ſhall re- 
eeive from you, that if by chance your Lirdſtip have received any miſ- 
infurmation againſt hims, le nit too erears ons; for many time; there are 
Spirits that under the colour of Zeal do ſoy Seditions T ares to raiſe 
Diſcords amongſt the g11d, and to hinder all worthy perſons of the hs- 
wour they do deſerve. To conclude, if yiu be pleaſed to conſider the 
tronbles thit my enſme thist Atticn , imagine that Santa Savarina be 
Pope already : what diſpleaſure and grudge wit he hve in his heart for 
eppoſing him ? And conſider that in your adverſity and affliftion you ſhall 
find very few tht wi}! be any way «tant wnto you. Ds yor nod wt

Sfondr aro ſtood attencively to hear them, and then gave them this 
anſwer : Intr#th you could not give me a greater or more pregnant te- 
fPlimony of your love unto m?, than to diſcover the care you have of 
my proceedings both in honour and ſafety. Thus have you expreſs yaur 
ſelves as faithfnl and loving friends, which 1 will krep always dear in 
my memory, and ſhall endeavour to merit this your favonr with the re- 
tern of my Reſpeft, and the aſſiſtance of my ableft Fortunes, But be 
certain that in this buſineſs of the Eleftion of a Pope , neither Hatred, 


. nor Reſpett, nor Suſpicion; nor Prayers ſhall withdraw me from the Ob- 


ligaticn and Oath which 1 have made to God and his Holy Church, ta 
prefer always his Service before all Intereft, and all humane Reaſons. 
And let any may ſay what he pleaſe, if the Hely,Ghoſt doth inſpire me 
to give my Fote to Santa Savarina, 7 will give it hims readily: And ſo 
do you pray to God for me, to direft me whit is beſt, and diſmiſs all fear 
from you ; for where it ſhall pleaſe tbe Holy Ghoft to lead, there is na 
danger to follow. The days appointed for the-Funerals being expired, 
and the Maſs of the Holy Ghoft having been Celebrated in Sr. Peters 
Church, and the Oration de [ammo Pontifice eligends having been 
made by the Biſhop of Trafie; upon the 10ch. of Fannery, 1592. 
the Cardinals went in a Proceſſion from Sr, Peters to the Conclave, 
with che Singing men before them, ſinging Yeni Creator Spirits * the. 
Cardinals were all in number 52, the which being cntred che Pazlina, 
they made firſt devout Prayers, and che Singing'men being gone, they 
did remain in the Conclave in their liccle Cells : others went to heir 
Palace to Dinner. Thar day was laborious and tedious, becauſe of 
thegreat mulritudes of pcople that did come to vific their LE. 
C n 
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Ard amoneſt others, Santas Savarine was very much ſtreightned, be- 
cauſe of che publick Voice and Fame rhat was diſperſed, that the 
next morning he ſhould be made Pope; ir being an antient cuſtom, 
that in the times of proſperity every one ſheweth himſelf a moſt rea- 
dy Friend., The Ambaſſadours of Princes did alſo ſweat in their Vi- 
fits and Solicitations of their Maſters ſeveral intentions. The Duke of 
Ceſſ« Ambaſſadour of Spain did ſtay there till eight of the Clock, 
which long ſtaying did adminiſter cauſe of divers ſuſpicions; ſome 
verily believed it was te con firm his Solicitation in favour of Santa Sa- 
varina;z others did more diſcreetly conje&ure that it was only done to 
paſsover that night without doing any ching z removing with chat des 
lay{ng of time the thought, and the intentionthat Aantelts and his 
party had that night to carry him unto the Adoration;it being the opi-= 
nion of the moſt Judicious, char in that firſt ardour or heat, and dark- 
nels and confuſion, they would without doubr have made him Pope : 
from whence 1t came, that by the long ſtaying of the Catholick Am- 
baflador the party of Santa Savarina miſled the opporcynity of ſo fair 
2n cccafion: at laſt the Ambaſſadour being gone , Aontealto being 
weary of that inconvenience, and deſirous to lead Santa Savarina to 
the Adoration, was very carneft and importunate ta have CAadrazzs 
with che ſame prorapritude togo with him co put ir inexecution. 


Icisfaid that CHadrwzz3and Spinele, who did governthe Faftion | 


of Spain, did givecounſel co Montalts, that it was nor fic to atrempr 
che Adoration, unleſschey were afreſh aſſured of the Vores, the will 
of man being murablc in the revolution of one hour, ſaying, Thar ic 
was much berter to defer itrill the morning , and rather go ſecurely, 
than in precipicating of the buſineſs ia ſo ſhort a time , which was 
22ainſt the honour of che promored and rhe promotors : but the event 
proved , that this Counſel was prejudicions, and that it 45 nor proper 
* roretard execution after a mature deliberation : as it was donein this 
caſe. MMontalts being unwilling to diſapprove of the.Counſel of Aſa- 
draz.z9, did protraRt it till che next morning , and in the mean time 
was nottdle, bur intencive to continuehas ſolicitation ; reviewing and 
comforcing his party, and others thar had promiſed him : he went to 
reſt, but greac choughts being aRtive with him , made him ariſe 


before it-were day, and pyoſecute his ſolicitation to the reſt. Afa- - 


#r#x2.0 being uawilling to ſeem backward in the buline(s , did call - 
gether 
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gether all the Cardinals of the FaQtion of Yenice and Florence , and 
went with them to the Chamber of Santa Sawarina, who at that time 
was in Prayer : the Cardinals, amongſt which was eAſcanio (Colomne 
did falute fm, and honour him as Pope, and took him frem: his 
Chamber, conducting him to the Chappdl of Paulina to worſhip him ; 
being encountred by Montalto with a great deal of joy, as one thatdid 
hope every hour t9 accomplith what he deſired co bring to paſs. Ir was 
a pretty thing to obſerve how thoſe that did follow , did buſtle roger 
before him to be taken notice of, and to expreſs cheir alacrity to ſee his 
Exaltacion. 

Being come into the Chappel, it was remembred chat they ſhould 
ſend for Gjeſwelds the Dean of the Cardinals, to give thegrearer coun- 
tenance and aurchority tohis Adoration 3 who though a little late came 
with a face full of Joy, thinking that Santa Savarine with the aft- 
Rance of his Adherenes would haye overcome all oppoſition. Now 
as careful and laborious as theſe parties were to promote the Adoration, 
no leſs aRive were the Excludents to hinder ic, And although chey 
knew they were not a competent number to make good the excluſion, 
yet they were not daunted continually to cry Dowinm providebis. 

And having no time to make a Congregation as they did deſign, 
doubring chat while they were making of ir, and conſulting whar they 
fhould do, the contrary PaRion ſhould eſtabliſh him Pope be- 
fore their face, Nevertheleſs in that ſhortneſs of time they did give 
ſuch orders as they thought beſt for to reſiſt cheir firſt arrempr, which 
eo be ſhort were theſe, that none of them ſhould enter into the Paxli- 
4 for fear he ſhould be unadviſedly conſtrained to do what he would 
not willingly have done, but that they ſhould all keep themfelyes in 
che Chappel of Sextwe, or in the Hall; charas they were divided from 
the othersin will, they ſhould be alſo ſeparated in place: afcer thar 
every one of them ſhould do his uctermoſt endeavour with his Friends 
and Kindred, to wichdraw or {educe one at the leaſt from the other 
Party, ſe2ing that one conld either give er take the Papacy : And if 
they could notprocure one Vore , tbey ſhould ar leaſt imperrate char 
they could notgiveit that morning. | 

Arragona, Colonna , and Alterpos being fick of the Gour , cauſed 
themſelves to be carried into the Hall, hoping thereby by their preſence 
and authority toretraR ſome one from giving their Vote. Sforze, 
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 Sfondrato, Biromeo, and Aquaviva, valorous and generous Cardinals 
were attentive with zeal to the ſolicicationg one interceding with one, 
and the ſecond conjuring another : Inſomuch chat amongſt the Car- 
dinals of. both FaQions, there were-many contrary conflifts, every one 
{ceking to draw another to his fide. Alexandrino was invited to enter 
into tne Paulina, who did not refuſe, but did firſt defire to fay his 
Office andl Prayers, Rauſticuccis was prayed by the Excludents to come 
zutoche Chappel of Sextzs , where ſcim2 of his good Friends were 
attending to ſpeak with him z but he anſwered rhat he confd not ſtay 
becauſc che reſt were already goneto make the Pope in the Panlina, 

eA'tempos was fitting in che Hall , with a countenance fo rigid and 
fevue, thatir ſeemed to thoſe that came jn, do not make Santa Sava- 
rinaPope. The Cardinal Del Mentilhoping to mitigate him, wenr 
ac l1jsturn with a cheartul countenance towards him , and told him, 
Ay Lord, you ſee that we are all here together to wor{kip Santa Savaring 
for the Pipe, and that work, being guided by the Holy. Ghoſt , He de- 
red ls concurrence to it, and that all the honour and merit of io 
2:.cat an action ſhould be arcribured ro himſelf alone. 

A'tempos who could not hear a harther note than this, turned unto 
lum with a diſt (tcfal aſpet, and with a voice ſo ſharp and loud, char 
it made cvety man therc co take eſpecial notice of it: and ſaid unto 
him, 7 hve no need at all of your counſel, Cardinal Del Monti , go 
1ou if yew lift, axd warſhip the Pope of the Devil, Which words 
coming forth of his mouth wich ſuch fury, did ftrice chem all wich 
fear and icancal, Y 

Santa Sawarina having bcen conduRed into the Chappel, and alt 
tic Cardinsls;n a due prevaration to worſhip him, Sforza, Sfondra- 
t0, Borcm: 6, and Aguaviva [tood betore the door te ſce and oblerve 
what chey were doing within, as-alſo to diſtrat and diſturb their 
minds : neither were chey fruſtrated in heir cxpeRation, becauſe there 
aiole no ſmall luuation and contuſion among(t them, ariſing from 
tlie diverſity of their jnterlecution, and there going to and fro in a 
perpetual motion : which confuſion being obſerved by the ſupporters 
cf Santa Savarinato be prejudicial to their proceedings, they endea- 
voured to appeaſe thoſe confuſions, ſaying , T hat this was no time ef 
Diſputation and Diſcuſſion, but of Aderation , ſeeing they mere all aſ- 
ſembled jo maakg, (0 ſantifitd an Eltftion. . Then Gieſnaldo as Deans 


: with 
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with a great deal of zeal roſe up and ſaid nato Santa Savarinay T hut 
it was.convenient for him to take notice, that inall Contlaves it was uſual 
to have Emmlations , and Contentions ;. becauſe hananity was ambitions 
of howonr and priority : therefore that there might be a ptacid progreſs in 
every reſpeft, he both requeſted and exhorted Lim to forgive bis oppo- 


nents. To which the other courteouſly replyed, That notwithſtanling 


the oppoſition of others he was not ms,ved in himſ-lf : Therifore he dil 


forgive them all, promiſing that he would be always reſpelt ve and f avonr- 
able unto them. La Revere being noc yer come into the Chappel,  Afon- 
telto and Mattei went to his Chamber ro' ferch him, where-rhey 
found Sfondrato and Biromeo, who were diflwadinghimsto fide wich 
Santa Savarina, repreſenting unto him his own honour and grearnels, 
And that if _ he did give his Vote to another; he deprived himſelt of 
his own fortune, and his friends of- the opperrauity and deſire they 
had to make him Pope : which occaſion being once omirred', would 
never be revokable : Exnorting him nctto deſpiſe rheir counſel, nor 
his good fortune , remembring that Charity begins at home, and thae 
Afontalto did him a great deal of wrong, propofing Santa Savarins 
unto him who was a.creature of anorher Faction , he being created 
Cardinal by La Ravere his Uncle Pope Sexes; 

. On the other fide Aont.z!te was carneſtly ſolicitons with him to be 
faichful to his promiſe , and to thew himſelf courteous in continuing 
the reſp:&s of ſo many eminence Cardinals. To conclude, not to bl 
miſh his own fortune, in refuſing thoſe offersthas Afontalto had-made 
unto him, .to render him gracij us: in. che fighr-of Santa Savarina 3 
This good Lard being diſtracted * by the Uiverſity of theſe Opinions 
and Counſlcls, refolvcd at laſt as an affabteand generous man , to pre- 
fer the advice and requeſt of AZontaltb ro his own honour and fortune : 
And therefore with the aſſiſtance of the other two.Cardinals, in pur» 
ting on his Robes; he went to paſs his Vote for- Santa Savarina ;z and 
vafſing through,che Hall where. 4/terapos was bill: Grring im ris Chair, 
Altempes looking with'a rigid cogmtenance 1pon;himi and. che. ocher 


-' two Cardinals, one cach hand ef him. coald nat forbear 'viralent lan- 


guage againſt the.reverend old man. Theſe being all come inco the 
SRappeh the ſupporters of Santa Savarina begari afreſh to. proſecure 
his Adoration: on the orher fide Sforza and Aquavive began with a 


loud voce, and a great deal of atrogance tocry oar, thatthey neither . 
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ought, nor could proceed any farther, without calling the Votes unto 
a number, ſaying, That they were certain chat there was not a cem- 
petenenumber to complete the Adoration : And if chey did proceed 
in che Election comtrary to the accuſtomed manner , they would pro- 
ecſt che nullity and invalidity of the ſame : which proteſtations did 
produce a greater murmur and confuſion in the Chappel ; ſome ſay. 
ing thatchere was no notice to be taken of ſuch proteſtations , they 
not being valuable, and only done co prevent the Adoration: and fo 
much the rather, becauſe ic was not uſual to reckon the Vore, but onl 
afrerthe Adoration. Others did affirm je to be requiſite ro reckon all 
the Votes, whereby all objections and oppoſitions might be taken off. 
In that ambiguity and irreſolution the Dean ſaid, Thar things may be 
done Canonically, and with the Holy Peace of God y and to remove 
all ſcrupleschar mighc be objected againſt rhe Election, ic would be a 
thing worthy and neceflary to take the number of the Votes, And 
himſelf at chat inſtant wene about to cake an account of them, begin- 
ning with thoſe chat were next unto him ; ſhewing by the hand, and 
nominating wich the voice, My Lord ſuch a one, one ; my Lord ſuch 
a one, two; my Lord ſuch a one, three; and my Lord ſach a one, 
four. And upon thac namber of four, ſtaying , and looking back, 
he complained of the greac noiſe that was in the Chappel , ſeeing that 
not only the Cardinals were not fitting , butgoing to and fro confu- 
{\kdly : and after a lictle while he began co reckon them afreſh, ſaying, 
one, two, three, four z and being incerruprted again , upon che ſame 
number he ſtood, complaining, and intrearing che Cardinals to keep 
ther places, and be filent, ſaying, it was impoſſible to reckon them in 
\uch a eonfuſion. To conclude, it was a miraculous thing, that endea- 
vouring to number them over and ever , he could not get beyond the 
che number of four. —_ 

The {apporters of Senta Saverins did proteſt and aſſure the Dean 
that chey were 2 perfect and competent number and in the mean time 
ſome of chem did offer co go tro:the Adoration. The Dean ſaid, Soft- 
ly ney Lirds, let a do our things will and C anonically, it belongs to me to 
be the firſt, and I do wiſh it as zealowſly as any man ; but it is requiſite 
that all things ſhow!d be dowe according to (uſb:im, Thoſe within ſeeing 
char ſuch impediments and confuttons did proceed from the Exclu- 
dents who were at the Chappel door, perturbating cheir Afﬀairs F 
1al 
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faid, that it wastherefore neceſſary that the door ſhould be ſhur. Bar 
Sfirzaand Aquativa oppoſed themſelves againft it, ſaying, That the 
Chappeldeor ought to ſtand open, that every one might have free in- 
oreſs and egreſs ac his pleaſure, which was ſpoken by them as knowing 
which of chem were reſolved to come our. Thoſe within did reply 
chat no body was held by force in the Chappel, chat eycry one that wzs 
there was free in his Election , and FRE 5. adviſed every one thar 
was wichout to encer joyfully, and ſo unanimouſly concur to Elect a 
Popez proteſting chat otherways they would make him themſclres : 
Adding, that if they rhoughr by their object i>ns to propagate a 
Schiſm, they were extreamly miſtaken, becauſe God Almighty would 
nor permititz and chey were of chemſelves a competent number to 
make an Election and Adoration. Thoſe without anſwered , Make a 
Pope according to your own humour, and we will come and Worthip 
him 1n St. Pegers. 

In thisconfufien there was order given to the Secretaries of the Col- - 
ledge, and to the Maſtersof che Ceremonies, to write out the names of - 
all the Cardinals z which going round about, and nominating , and 
writing faichfully , were nevertheleſs miſtaken amongſt rhemſelyes. 
And it was obſcrved for a ſtrange thing, that Cardinal Cuzano, a man 
of a noble preſence, of a grear body, and gzeater virtue and goodnels, 
was for all chat overſeen by chem; or jf he were ſeen , was left out as 
already written ; of which error, taking at laſt notice, to rectifie the: 
error, they began with a Iond voice to call my Lord Cwz.4n0, who an- 
({wering, ſaid, Here Tam, whoenquires for me? Some Cardinals did 
alſo endeavour to take the number of their names, and the bufinets 
wasthe more confounded, one reckoning on the one fide, and once-on 
the other 3 one finding more, and the other leſs ; ſo that ic became 
the more intricate , by the reaſon that ir paſſed through ſo many ſeye- 
ralkands; others with a quicker eye had reckoned them, and found 
them co be a juſt number , but did nor publiſh it, leaving the care of 
it to thoſe whom ir did concern. Tt is certain that in the Panlina there 
were 36 Votes,and of two and fifty Cardinals which werein the Con- 
claye, there was not enly two parts of chree, which is abſolately neceſ- 
fary, but one Vote more ; which che Excludents perceiving, and thar 
chey were not ſufficient to mainrain the excluſion, not knowing which 
way to turn themlelyes, and. to procure any remedy , they found 

them» . 
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themſelves ina grand perplexityzbeing conſtramed to adhere tor con- 
tradict Santa Savarina, both which were prejudicial to cheir former 
detien: ſome of them being of opinion that there was both more h-- 
nour and fafery, by the concurrence of their Votes with the reſt for 
Santa Savarina, therebythe more to oblige him , than by. oppoſition 
to loſeon all fides. . Tris reported that Sforza and Sfondrato, being 
as it were deprived of all hopes, called for their Rochets to go into the 
Chappel, to follow there the willof God, and to have the honour al- 
ſo tohavemadea Pope. But Aquaviva, being a man of an invinci- 
ble and indefarigable ſpirit 1n all occaſions, ſent the Anditor his Con- 
claviſta into the Par!ina, to bring himthe juſt number of the Cardi- 
nalschac were there 5 who returned with chis anſwer, that there were 
but four and chirty + but the Cardiralchinking they were more, and 
ctiat he had miſtaken himſelf, he ſent him back again, to tell them 
over again, which hedid with the utmoſt of his care, aud braught 
him word that they were no more than 34; although in trath chey 
. were 36: yetthis did not proceed either from malice or deceit, bur 
from miſtake. And upon this new relation he did animate Sforz4z 
ad Sfondyrato, aſſuring them that che Includents of Santa Savarina 
were but 34. Adding, that alchough they had been 35, they could 
not complete the Adoration , becauſe Santa Savarins could nor adore 
himſelf, Then the Excludents went with new acclamations to the 
Chappel door,calling wich a loud voice the Dean ; who not hearing,or 
not willing co hear, they were very atrentive, and did wich wonderful 
dexterity endeavour to procraſtinate the buſineſs. They did increat 
rhe Cardinals that were next them to call the Dean, who told them 
that they might come themſelves into the Chappel , and fpeak with 
him ; thinking by that bait co have drawn them into the Chappel, 
' which would have beenheld as an argument of their concurrence in 
the Ele&tion, Burt they perceiving their ſubtilty, would not come in, 
bur.called for Farnezi, who art the laſt came to demand. what they 
would have? Then they affaulted him with violent importunitics 
that he would retire with them, bac all, was in vain.; he anſwering 
them hike a diſcreet and pradent Cardinal , That in ſuch an ation 


he was reſolved to follow the Divine Inſpiration, knowing that with 


ic there could be no digreſſion. And having ſaid thus, hereturned in- 


to the Chappel without expecting any reply, 


The 
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The old Colonna being extreamly afraid that Santa Savarina ſhould 
be Pope, did {cnd efcentimes Gerlinzont his Conclaviſta to tell Aſcanis 
Colonna that he ſhould come our of the Chappel , end thar he ſhould 
not ſtay there to ſee his own ruine : Bur ſceing that the other would 
not ſtir,and his fear ſtill increaſing, he ſent him at length a note under 
his own hand, intimating unto him Is yromiſe , that at any time 
when hecould inveſt him in, or deprive him of che Papacy, he would 
decline his Votre from Santa Savarina z as now he had an opportunity: 
And that he would not at the requeſt or perſwaſion of any other be the 
Confuſion of himſelf, his whole Family, and many others of his bft 
Friends. 

Aſcantlo having received the Note, and having medicated a long 
time on it, whercher he ſhould declare himſelf for Santa $avarinaor 
not, finding reaſons and contrarieties on all fidesz ar laſt diſcerning 
that iclay in his power to make or not tro make him Pope, did reſolve 
(as he (aid) being inſpired of God, to retire himſelf: And in the 
20Ing out of the Chappel, received a double violence , becauſe thoſe 
wichin held him back, and thoſe without pull'd him forwards. In- 
ſomuch that his Rocher was torn : And nor being content to go ouc 
only, did alſo ſay that Aſcanis Colopna would nor have Santa Sava- 
rina to be Pope, becauſe he was nor appointed of God, When theold 
Colonme ſaw him out of che Chappcl, and near +1nco him, he kiſſed 
him on the forchead, ſaying, O my d'ar Sin, O 11.4 honour and repu- 
tation of the Family of the Collona's, %e :how blejſed frr ever, All the 
reſt of the Excludents did 1nu acc him, 5nd collaud i:i'm for & brave 
an ation ; chinking themſelves at char cirac quice exemp; from all fear 
or jealouſies, It the recreat of Colonna [was fo acceptable ro the Ex- 
cladents, certainly it was to the Tncludents as difagreeable : By reaſon 
thac by the privation of that Vote, they were incapable ro malce the 
Adoration. And knowing that this diſaſter did happen becauſe the 
Chappel door being open, the Excludents took advantage to mnterinpe 
their proceedings. And that the example of Colonna his exicion might not 
be prevalent with any other, the door was preſencly thur, which raiſed 
new fears in the Excludents ; doubting that remaining in the Paulina 
with 35, they might with a publick Serutiniarns proceed to the EleS&i- 
on of him , whom they had ſo much aimed ar; who alchough ty

adviſedly they might fail into ſome alt which mi; be j' judicial unto 
them, Ar length the Dean. having ſaid Maſs, and c:lebra.cd the Com- 
mun:on in the Paulina, himiclt, Sans, and entalto as chiek of thi 
Orders went to ferch the Vetes of the Excladents, who to feenre them- 
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iclves of any faſpicion and ſtratagem ; as alſoto hear how things wenr 
and co reſt them if need were, They ſent Sfirza and Aguaviva to be 
preſentarthe Scrutinium : before whoſe coming the Dean ſaid unto 
Santa Savarina, That ont of his great zeal and piety he ſhould do nefl 
to forgive all them that had been opponent againſt his Exaltation : who 
anſwered, That the firſt thing he learned in his infancy, in the Rules of 
Chriftienity, was to forgive injuries , and therefore he did again with aft 
hu heart furgive all, and would at any time give them all poſſible ſatiſ- 
faftion. Ferona being a good and zealous Cardinal, did befeech him 
beſides cha! he wonld not rake exceptions againſt Boremeo for any thing 
he had done inthis bufincls, becauſe it did not procced from any ill in- 
centon, bur only to comply with Altempos. Santa Savarina did an- 
{wer and ſay, 7 hat he alw:ys loved him, and that he would love him af- 
terwards as his oan Son, becawſe he did ſo neerly reſemble that great Car- 
din] Boromeo, who was the greateſt Light, and rareſt preſident of Piety 
that was in the Churchof God fer many years. Whereupon Verona be- 
ing overcome with this nuldneſs, asked what name [11s Holineſs would 
ve pleaſed to aſlume 2 whoanſwered, Clement. And Yerxa (aid that 
che afſumpſion of that name was very proportionable ro the benignity 
andclemency of hismind, 

Ft wasreported that Gaetans went to the Chamber of Canane,where 
he lay fick of the Gout ; intreating him to give his conſent for Santa 
Savarins, wherein he ſhould perform as mericorious and heroical an 
a&ion as could be imagined. Cananoexcuſed himſclf, ſaying, He was 
not able to go out of his Cell, belng tormented with extremity of pain in 
bus feet, Gaetano ſaid, That that ſhould be ſupplyed by carrying him in 
a Chair. Canan1 anſwered, That the pain lay in one of his toes, which 
he cond not ſtir without a violent difturbance. But Gaetano perceived 
that (angro his D ſeaſe lay more inhis head chan inhis heclzand ſo un- 
ſarisficd, rook his leave and lefr him. Santa Savarina his Conclavifia 
alrhough nor proſperous, deſerves to be remarkable for his cunning 
herein, who perceiving a great probability of Santa Savarina his be- 
ag Pope, went to the Chamber of Canano, telling him that he was 
Elected Pope, and deſired to ſee him : bur this ctaft of his was conn- 
cermined by the ſubtilty of Canano, who craftily anſwered him, That 
he won'd take ſerue convenient time to conſider of it, yet for all that did 
xot ſtir. Ic wascertajnly a miraculous thirg , and an evident tefti- 
mony

mony that Santa Savarina was nor deſtined to be Pope fecing that 
amongſt ſo many applauſesand gratulations, and having that morn- 

Ing been carried from his Chamber by che ewo chief heads Madrwzz? 

and EMontalts, with thirty and odd Cardinals, and conducted into 
the Paulina tobe adored : And having been. ſo long a timeſaluted and 
eſtcemed as Pope, and Cardinal de! Monti having gone out of rhe 
Chappel to give noticeto all the ſeveral Conclaviſta's to break open the 
doors and walls of che Conclave, becauſe Santa” Swarina was made 


Pope ; yet forall theſe tokensand advices, not one of rhe Conclaviſta's 


would ſtir, or pack up any Cloarhs , as is uſually done in ſuch acti- 
ons to prevent the plundering of the Souldiers in che Chambers of i.e 
Cardinals, when they come into che Conclave after the Eleion of the. 
Pope. 

The death of Gonzaga and Mendoza are apparent evidences that 
he was not like to be Pope, they both being his chief ſupporters ; riie 
former dying few days before the vacancy,the other at the time of their 
going to the Conclave : and beſides the nor coming of che Cardinal 
of Auſtria from Germany, as was daily cxpeRed z for by the aſſiſtance 
of any one of them he would have been Pope.; Moreover toobſeryerhe 
incredible conſtancy and unity of theexcludents, and the murmuring 
they made ; proteſting thar chey had rather beexpoſed ro ary rormenc 
than go to his Adoration. | 

The Cardinals were-yet fitting in the Panlinaevery one in his place, 
the Faftion of Santa Savarina did urge and propound thar the Scru- 
tinium might be made publickly, becauſe already every Cardinal had 
publithed his Vote, and given hisconfent, having raiſed him our of 
his Cell, faluting him Pope, and bringing him into the Pawlina to 
worſhip him : and that none could retract, neither did the retreat of 
Colonna any way invalidate his former conſent which he had given for 
ſo many hours, and by ſo many ſigns. Sforz,s and Aquaviva know- 
ing that this was the direct and certain way to make him Pope, ſeeing 
that none of them durft have denyed their Vore in a publick Scratini- 
um, for fear of proving ingratetul and unfaichful in his promiſes, 
with all poſſible ardour did oppoſe themſelves againſt jt, calling that 
a new and unknown way contradicting all antient and accuftomed 
proceedings, contrary to the Liberties of Cardinals, who in giving 
their Vores are not to comply with any man, but only to ſatisfie- their 
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xn Confcicnces: therefore that the Scrutinium ought tobe made 
foxeeart;, otherwiſe they proteſted che nullity of cheEleGtion, . calling 
che maſters of the Ceremony as publick perſons to taxe notice of their 
proteſtations. | 

| Fnthefe new contradiftions it was a marvellous thing thar 34 Car- 
dinals chat were in the Parling on the behalf of Santa Savariaa, ei- 
ther by too much confidence of themſelves, or rather by a Divine Pro= 
vidence ſhould ſubſcribe unto two CarFnalsin a deliberation wherein 
did contiſt the loſs or victory of each party : and ſo much the more, 
rhere being no Bull chat did prohibit ro make the Scrutinium pub- 
lickly in ſuch a caic. 

The opinion of making the Scrutinium ſecretly being prevalent, all 
fortune preſently departed from Sante Savarina, notwichſtanding his 
protcſtation which he made 1n theſe words, Sine tamen prejudicto pri- 
ors mee Elefiionts. The Votcs that were given on his behalt were 28, 
with that of eAMontalts and Pinehlo 30 : infomuch that he wanted 4 
Yotes, which with his own after would have made 35, which would 
have been a complete and peric& number to have made his EleRion in 
a pablick Scruc.nium. . 

His ſupportors did remain all in confuſion, and replete wich ſhame 
to have been ſo grofly deluded , and durſt neither ſpeak nor lift up 
cheirheads; attributing to themſelves the faulr that the Scratinium 
thould be made fecreily. On the other fide the Excludents were over- 
come with joy for having obtained ſuch a victory, they having been 8 
hours 1n contention about it. Then che Cardinals being weary went to 
their ſeyctal Cells to their dinner, Now to give Viitue her due praiſe, 
we maſt nor omit that Sante Savorins in that large field of favours 
and diſ-favours thewed always ſuch a compoſition and moderztion of 
minCc, and a ſpirit ſo undaunted, magnanimous) and generous , that 
as ne was.nut pufi'd up with any good, ſo was ke not dejeted with 
any advcrieftortuncy accepting cvery thing as beſt for his Salvation. 
And whereas he went before to the Chappel attended with a grear 
numacr of Cardinals to be worſhipped as Pope , now he rerarns unto 
his Cc! alone 5 and chat too he found plundered by che ſervants of the 
Canclave, who had lcfc him not a bir of bread for his Dinner : Then 
ane rs A . , * 
cqui:oring tic tare thac hewas in before in the Panling, and thecon + 


dition he was aow in jnj1.snaked Cell; jr 1S reported that as being a 
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man he could not chooſe at one point of time boch to admire and langh 
at the infalljbiliry of Fortune : Fer it did nor eſcape him without ſome 
tears. Every one ſtood amazed how it was poſſible that Santa Savarine, 
who wentinrhe morning into the- Pas/ing, -Pope, ſhould ina few 
hours after return a ſingle Cardinal, Theopinions amongſt them were 
divers, aSalſo the faults thac were alledged 5 ſome did attribnee it to 
the errors that were made in the reckoning of che- Votes, others to the 
defect of Zeal or Induſtry of his-fupportars, in protraQing che Ad - 
ratien, and giving earand'time to the Excludents : For had chey pre.- 
ceeded direQly to the Adoraticn, all impediments had becn remoycd ; 
by which means the Excludents had received no incouragement, n-r 
young Colonna deſerted : Others did impuce it to the imperfeCtion 05 
thoſe who failed togive their Votes, 1n the ſecrer Scrutinjum $ crhers 
to the too great confidence of thoſe who conſented that ir ſhould be 
made ſecret: But howſoever 1t were we cannot crre in ſaying it wes 
not the pleaſure of God, who rulech and difpoſcth all, and ro whoſe 
blefled will all humane diſcourſes ought to ſubmit in all humilicy. 

For all this Mentaito, who of all the reſt was the moſt unſatisfied, 
did not leave off his Robes, but rather with a greater fervour took the 
praRice again in hand, and with the ady'ce of his Friends did Con- 
eregare his Fation into the Parlinaz intreating them for the love of 
God, for their own reputations lake, and for the afteQtion chey did 
bear unto him, thatthey would remain conſtant in uniry of mind tor 
the Eleien of Santa Savarina to be Pope ; becauſe by their conſtan- 
cy they would overcome the obſtinacy of their enemies: and going 
about to examine every ones opinion, when zjt'came unto L# Rowere his * 
rurn, he ſaid unto Aontalto, That as hewas ,''and perpetually would re- 
ain his true and obliged ſervant, ſo he conceived it to be his duty freely 
to declare his opinion in this ocemrrence ; the ſum of which was, That, 
they having already done for Santa Savarina, all what was poſſible to be 
done, if he ſhonld proceed any further on the behalf of that only ſub- 
je, it might very well be cinc'uded from thenee, that he eſteemed none 
of his Creatnres beſides tobe worthy of the Papacy, there being among ſ 
thems many deſerving and werthy men: pon any of which Creatures of 
his he was willing to afford his concurring Vote ; but in caſe none of them 
ſhould ſtand, that then he might ic 1-ft at liberty, to diſpoſe his woice upon 
any other to whom his Conſclence ſ:0w!d dire} him, 
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AMadrnzzo and eMontaltobeins now more inflamed than ever to- 
warGs the EleQtion of Santa Savarina, did reſolve with all ſalidiry 
£0 uſe their endeavours for his advancement , hoping to overcome the 
Oppoſition, partly by the coming of the Cardinal of Auſtria, who 
wascvcry hour expeRed ; and parrly by che confidence chey had co 
procure ſome of the Excludents co be on their party : as Afontalto did 
endeavour with all manner of fabtilcy with Paleotts, and eFſcoll, re- 
preſenting unto Paleotto the zcal of Santa Savarina, and his goodneſs : 
That he had caken him already to himſelf withour any invitation from 
him the ſaid Afontalto; and that now his Lordthip declining the aſ- 
hſtance of Santa Savayiza, either by his compliance wich others , or 
Frhis own advancement , he would thereby detraRt from his own 
worth, and hazard the repute he had obtained in the eſtimation of 
diversof the other Cardinals. And to Aſcolt he ſaid, thar there was 
n2hing more dereſtable in aman, nor inconformable co a Chriſtian, 
than ingratitude ;intimating nnts him the obſequious reſpeR he eughc 
ro bear tothe ſacred memory of Sextus the fifth 3 and conſequently co 
eIMintalto himſelf, who was che original occaſien of his being created 
Cardina), Theſc arguments alchough powerful,were (as isis reported ) 
by themrefuced by many ſtrong arguments: and certainly ic was very 
- miraculous to all men, that cheſe-two thould ſoſtrongly oppeſe thelc 
arcempts of Montalto; but it was more ro be admired, char in that 
morning, in which the heavens did look fo favourably on Santa Sava- 
rina, that for more than ſeven hours rogecher he was Pope, if his own 
party had caken notice thereof : that neither they, nor any of the Ex- 
cludents for any manner of reſpe& did depart from what they had un- 
dertaken. After chatcame into the Conclave the Cardinal of Foyew.x, 
a Frenchman, who preſently was aflaulted and inticed both by one 
and the ocher Faction; che Includents hoping to get the viRory by his 
Votre, and the Excludents the confirmation of their Excluſion : Buc 
he reſolved to declare himſelf forneicher fide. And it 3s faid that it 
was the advice of Altermpos : upon whichrreſolutien the buſineſs was 
 lefc in the Conclave, upen the ſame- rerms as they were before, 

While che Includents were ſo carneſt about concluding the buſincſs 
for Santa Savarina, and did their uttermoſt endeavours on his bc- 
half, it was a wonderful thing to obſerve the indefarigable vigilance 
and indvſtry that Sforz4, Sfondrate, Buremeo, and Aquaviva did per- 
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form in oppofition of chem 3 having an eye not ovly on the power of 
the adverſe party, and to all thoſe great attempts which they made, 
but alſo to the danger they were in, and the great doubr they amonaſ 
chemſelves had, that if any ont of rhem ſhould be: ſeduced eicher by 
the tediouſneſs in their proceedings , or by hape , or by fear , chey 
\hould then be all involved in oneconfufion and ſhame : Therefore to 
prevent all dangers, they did confirm among(t themſelyes rheir former 
Faithful Union, diſpoſing with admirable order and prudence , the 
watches chat every one of them was to obſerve both day and night: 
and to take continual notice of all che Practices, Combinattons, Go- 
5ngs, Diſcourſcs, and all Deftgns of every Cardinal aud Conclay:ſta. I 
was a ſtrange thing to ſee how diligently they did attend the aRions of 
the Conclave all day and all night , alſo wich Tapers in their hands ; 
extolling beyond moderation as well the Porters of che adverſe party, 
as they did thoſe of cheir own : endeavouring to diſcover by them, 
what Cardinals were tobe there, and what ſtratagems they had in 
hand; ſo great a danger requiring no lefs diligence. Ir is ſaid thac 
thoſe young Cardinals at that time rempring Platte, told him, My 
Lord, it is ſaid that Madruzzy and Montalto arc boaſting themſelves 
co be ſecare of your Vote on their behalf 5 we cannor in cruch give 
credit unto it : and he wiſely anſwering, ſaid, Ir neither is, nor ever 
ſhall betrne; I am real, and my life ſhall fail before my word ſhall 
be infringed 3 and the obligation in'which T am bound tro my Lord 


| Sfondrats : whereupon they with an open arm embraced him, and 


kiſſed him. A little while afcer the Cardinal La Revere dyed,a man in 
truth of great qualities,and upon whom many had fixed cheir reſoluti- 
ons : But the Divine Providence was pleaſed to providea better Crows 
for him. Aldobrandino was preſent at his death, who as being the chief 
Penitentiary, and'ssone thar loved him as tenderly as his own Bro- 
ther, did perform all kind of pious Offices for him , in putting him 
in mind of the welfare of his ſoul, and of his ſalvation z which 
death as it was dear unto him, ſo was ita Memorandum to all the 
other Cardinals to be prepared for death, eſpecially conſidering how 
chey were involved in at abundance of croubles and perrurbationseven 

in the Conclave it ſelf, 
The Excludents perceiving that the deſign Bf Santa Sawvarina was 
Rill on foor, and profecured with a'great deal of ardency , were..ſtill 
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dubious, fearing every moment the coming of the Catdinal of «£#- 
Friz, and that at che end every thing ſhould fall out contrary to their 
delires or wiſhes : whereupon to acquir themſelves from that inconve- 
nicnce,they became daily folicitors ro Aſontalto to alter his relolutions; 
deſiring him to pitch upon any. other of his Creaturcs, aud chey 
would unanimouſly ſerve him in che Ele&ion. On the ether fade they 
attempted eAMadrazzs with perſwaſions for him likewiſe to decline 
char buſineſs, ſceing that this Enterpriſe was deſperate; . and the more 
canninoly to invitehim, they did promiſe him their ſeveral Votes to. 
Ele& him Pope : Bur he did exhort them to content themſelves with 
$auta Savarina, being a ſnbjectof ſy mach' deſert and vertue,. and 
being defired by ſo many Princes. And they anſwered him, chat to 
conſider any more of that, were.to prolong che time , to. waſte away 
che Cardinals, and.coruinate the people and che Ciry, who had ſpcnc: 
fo much time in Expectation: therefore chey did increat him ,/'chac hg 
would conform himſelt wich the: Djvine Will,, and. accept- of che. 
Grace of God ſent unto him; as it wasoffered. by chem 1n a'{ponta- 
neous and free will, co imploy all cheir endeayonrs for his Lordſhips 
greater advancement. Whereupon Afadrazz9 veing aflaulced by ſo ma» 
ny rationakinſtances, knowing! that; ic was notrfic to hold fo long: in 
ſuſpenſion the Conclave; and -all-Clriſtegdom,, ;upon che only expe- 
tation of Santa Savatine. And did acquaint Afouzalto and thereſt, 
thac:if within 3 days chey- could, not bring cheirpractice to effect, 
chey would then conſider of; ſome. orher ſubje. . In that time every 
one did cheir nctermoſt towards ir, and the term being expired with- 
out ſeeingany eftect produced in the behalf of Snta Savarina , but 
rather that their party began to decline,thoſe rhae defired rohave 27a- 
drazz20 Pope, thinking to have a. great adyantage,. conſidering chat 
the Excludents would afford them their Votes, and;chat they choughc 
to have allothoſe of Afontalte, as well for the.promile he made to the 
Dake of Cefſa, to concur to 1t at any timethar the occafion ſhould of- 
fer : as alſo for the gpod intention that they had. found by diſco {e 
with his Creatures towards Madrazzs: That he was -always 1n the 
nood opinion of Montaltd, and thar chey would not fail to ,the occa- 
fon. Thercupon Spindla acquainted EMontalto that then was the 
time to advance Madrazao, ſeeing thar. it only lay in him-co make 
kim Pope ; intimating 'wato him. the goodueſs aud affability pf wy 
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Lord ; The: premiſe [that he had made and confirmed many times to 
the Catholick Ambaſſadonr to help him. The oreat confidence that in 
all reaſon heought to repoſe in that Lord whoby all cxero Frans weonk! 
acknowledge, what tavour he ſhould receive from him. 4% 1/2!ts 1c- 
ceiving this motion unexpectedly, neicher truſted nor miſtruſted Spi- 
ola, but cunningly:gave him good words, and wor time to anſwer, 
that he might conſule with his Creaturcs , excuſing himſelf char he 
conld not alone compaſs ſo great an Enrerprizcz his Creatures npon 
the motion being made, for the moſt pare ſhewed themſelves averle un- 
to it, And ſomeof them, as X49 ozino, Ginſtiniane,Camerind, Honte, 
Fioreaza and others did Mearſully undertake his Excluſion : there- 
fore going back a little while after to give his anſwer to Spinola, Mon- 
talto told him, that for his part he would be always ready to be an at- 
fhſtant ro Aſadrazis, bat that he could not prevail with his Creaturcs 
to.condeſcend unto it, ſaying, that they would forſake their relation 
to him, This anſwer and ſome other impediments did quite oyerthrow 
Madruzz's hopes, who nevertheleſs was ſo wiſeand fo phlegmarick, 
chat difiembling his diſpleaſure he did appear to have been fully ſariſ- 
fied with Iontalto, palling it outwardly very joyfally , and making 
Thew asif he did not aim atall at the Papacy ; althongh many did ad- 
viſe him to break with CAontalto, buthewiſcly would nor do it, firſt 
to prevent any occaſion that the wogld might take to think him to be 
ambiriousof the Popedem. And ſecondly , fceing that this thing 
might prove prejudicial to the King of Spain his aftairs, in giviug oc- 
cafion to Aontalto romake a Pope in thoſe troublclomerimes thar the 
King could not confide in, and becauſe he would nct in any cafe di- 
erc[s from his Majeſties InſtruRions, which were ſtil ro preſerve uni- 
ey with Aontalto: Andthat they ſhould not conſule of any @bjcct 
without the adyice one of the other , and .char they ſhould procced 
with all poſſible ſpeed to the Election of a Pope, 

Aﬀeer that they nominated (ms and Paleotto, being both men 
commended by the King, and both worthy and deſerving men ; al- 
chough they were both unfortunate, through the vain ſuſpicions of 
che world 5 from whence it happened that their competicion was bu 
of a ſmall continuance z ſome ſparkles of gradging thar Aontaltoand 
others had kindled againſt them 1n ſome former Conctayis For cheir 
particular intereſts and fears were not yet quice extinct, but both de- 
2 .  28-— ferved 
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ſerved nevertheleſs great praiſe , becauſe they did voluntarily ſubmit 


themſelves to the will of God. Many attempts were made after that 


for the old Colonna, ſome believing that the thing might be happily 
compaſſed,ſuppoſing that they had three firm and ſolid affiſtancs: The 
firſt was thar of che Excludents, by reaſon of the obligement between 
Colonna and them for their adherence, The ſecond was that of Af- 
drgz29 with the Votcs of Spain, Colonna being cone nominated by 
thar King, The third was that of Zfontalts, becauſe of the affigity 
rhat was between the houſes ef Colonna and Peretta; becauſe Colonna 
wasa man fullof maturity of years, piety gi condition, and ſolidir 
in ;udgment : buc when che time came that his affiſtants ſhould be 
put to theteft, hefound that there was ſuch a protundity of conſulta- 
tion amongſt them, thathe conceived ir better to 1errear with honour, 
than tocharge on to deſtruction. AZontalto did not thew himſelf any 
way backward in ic, but was rather zealous in good offices to pro- 
more it, complaining yet of ſome of his own Creatures and others 
that would not adhere unto him : Therefore it is a general rule , that 
whoſoever pats himſelf upon imaginary hopes, and not on rca] afſu- 
rances , moſt commonly deceiveth himſelf, Ir was furthermore dif» 
courſed both within and without the Conclave, that in theſe conful- 
ons Rafticuccio might have been advanced unto ity being acceptable to 
Hontalto, Spain and other Princes,beloved of the ſacred Colledge, ex- 
perienced inthe Aﬀairsof the Papacy, and carrying with him an ap- 
parency of a ſhort life. But that diſcourſe held not long , their ajms 
being of more eminency, 

The Excludents ſeeing that Iſadrazzo conld not proceed becauſe of 
the Creatures of Adontleo, of the Fenetians, and the Tuſtanes , op- 
pefinghim, and that after Palestto and Cormo were rejected by LMon- 
ztalte, and that Co/onna with ſo many encouragements could nor attain 
itz and conſidering by the ſame reaſons that there was no room for 
Salviati, rior for Verona, nor for Mondevi, they conclude that of ne- 
celſity it muſt be given to one of Xontalto's Creatures: and whether 
AAadruzz,0 will or nor, he will be conſtrained to condeſcend unto it - 
therefore being then defirous to put an end to the Conclave , and to 
frce themſclveg of the fear continually they were in of Santa Savarina, 
they ſcent word to EAfontalto that he would defer it no longer , bur 
would nwomiuate owe ef his own Creatures , promiſing him faithfully 


all 
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all cheir Votes. Therefore Xontalto now perceiving that he had the 
Crown of glory in his hand, ar which he had ſo long time aimed, al- 
though it was never knownchat his intention was to make Aldobran- 
dino Pope, did accept wich a great deal of alacrity both their advice 
and aſſiſtance which they offered unto him ; tellingchem openly, chat 
amongſt his Creatures Aldobrandino ſeemed che moſt comperent man 
for it, for his moſt worthy qualities, and for che eſtimation that che 
ſacred Colledge held ever of him for his perſon and virtue. All of 
them did unanimouſly congratulate that Ele&icu, and wirh great 
promptirude imbrace it, ſaying, char they were content wich it 3 and 
gave order that with all induſtry the deſign ſhould be ſo managed, that 
it might be carried withouc che oppoſition of any of the reft of the 
Cardinals. AMontalto did communicate this Ele&ion of his wich ſome. 
of his Creatures, who unanimouſly allo did preſently agree wich all 
their poſſible endeavours to confirm it, which gave him the animaczon 
thereunto : After thar he ſpake to Adfadrazuo, relling him tha: ſeeing 
there were ſo many diviſions in the Conclave concerning the ſub,ects 
that had been before Eleed, ic was in all probabilicy the way to deter 
the EleQion for a long time to the ruine of the people,the ſcandal of che 
good, and the hazard of more Cardinals lives. And chat therefore it 
his Lordſhip would be pleaſed to concur upon one of his Creatures, 
he hoped that there would be a ſhore period to ſo longa labour. An: 
having ſaid thus unto him y propounded A/debrandine, a perſon ju.{t, 
and fearing God ; who alkhongh he were not of that number thac 
were nominated by his King, yer he would be his friend, and would 
always be gracioufly proteRant of his Majeſty, and of all his Eſtates, 
knowing him to be the only defenſor and ſupportor of the Catholick 
Religion : and chat being con(cious of his integrity and ſincere incli- 
nation to the Kings Service, he himſelf would bez his ſecurity, 

AMadrnzzo was nothing tronbled with this propoticion., bur rather 
ſeemed willingly to approve it; anſwering that being not able of him- 
ſelf to give a final reſolution, he demanded {ome time ro communicate 
it with his friends, to underſtand their opinion in it : And then recol- 
leing himſelf, he began co cenſider the circumſtances, alleadging for 
It, or concluding againſt it : for his refuſal he had theſe Morives ; 
That it was derogatory to the honour of the King his Maſter, for him 
co concur in the Election of one that was not nominated by him. 
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That i: would conclude him very much to blame to give his Vote ts 
the Eleion of one to be Pope, who had not only. nor given any de- 
-monſtration of Fidelity to his Maſters Service, but might rather be 
-faſpeRed not to be jn a condition of neutrality, Befides that, he knew 
at {odiftinftly what was the private reſolution of Aldobraxydino tc- 
wards the world , towards the depuylency of Princes, towards his 
own kindred g whether he were not ambitious to raiſe them, how he 
ood inclined : Belides thar, being conſcious of his former excluding 
him, and depriving him of the Papacy in the Conclave of Urban 
VII. when the greaceſt part of the Cardinals did concur in the Ele- 
6tion of Aldebrandino, and when he was in his Chamber for two 
heurs ſpaceready to be adorcd as Pope. Contrariwiſe he had theſe 
Motives to accept him , he did conſider chat the incention of che King 
was lo holy, that alchough he nominated only ſome few , yet he did 
not by that exclade any of the reſt that might be conceived Hi for it : 
bur only theſe who for cheir intereſt, or their dependence, or for ſome 
other lawful cauſe might be ſuſpected by him : and che Honour and 
Service of God being the Honour and Service of the Kingzand that A!- 
dulrandins had 3ndced never becn oppoſite, but rather affiſtanc ro che 
Kings deſigns, as he thewed maniteſtly 1n Polenia, when he went Le- 
gate thichcr,z procuring wich all his endeavours the liberty of Duke 
Maximilian.He conſidered furcher,that by rhe relation of very faithful 
men as far as he could penetrate, his diſpoſition was alcogerher affable 
and meck; neither proud, nor very much addicted to 
ſtudy, devotion, and good works, that he had never in publick or in 
private preferred France before Spain, or Spain before France : but as 
an Eccleſiaſtick man, and atrue Column of the Holy Church, had 
ever chr. thed the publick good of Chriſtendom in gencral, the 
publick peace and quierneſs, a King in France, moſt Chriſtian in effect 
as in Title , the cexcirpation of Hereticks and ail Rebcls againſt che 
Catholick Religion, che exalcation of che Holy Sea, his Dignity and 
Auchoriy, having never been interefled or ſubjecred to any Prince or 
Cardinal: iis Converſation having been always with ſpiricual, grave, 
anc; Icarncd men, having bamiſhed from his e empany all men that were 
dcccirful, tactious, adulators, murmuarators , and the whole croud of 
vain <1id ignorant perſons, having always in peace and gravity govera- 
cd his own houſc, havin g neaches admitted in his Family avy _ 
_ wmour 
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humour or quarrelling that were blemiſhed in reputation, ner having 
ever permitted any of his Servants ro domineer in his houſe , bur kept 
them always atrentive to the glory of God,and the ſervice of cheir Ma- 
ſter, as if his Family had been a Monaſtery ; beſides that, although he 
was known to have twoNephews,one from his Brother,the other from 
his Siſter 5 nevertheleſs they were bred co ſo much humilicy and civili- 
ty, that both within the City and abroad they. were held as an Orna- 
ment unto him. I: did pleaſe Afadrazz alſo, that Aidcbranding had 
never ſhewed any hatred or fpleen againſt any of them that had cxcln- 
ded him before, but rather all reſpect and favour. From all whicl» 
motives Madruzzo drew this concluſion,rhat from ſo good a tree, bad 
fruit could nor procced;and thac he that can well govern his own houle, 
is fir to bear rule jn che Church of God. Beſides all theſe confideratt- 
ons, Madruzz0 began to be weary, having ſcen all the hopes or mcans 
thatcould bemade either for himſclf or choſe that were nominated] by 
the King to be deluded, He ſaw that to prolong the Conclave any lon- 
gers Was tOirritate and break off with AZontalto, and to fall from 
one evil to.a worſe, He ſaw that amongſt the Creatures of Afontalts 
none waslike to prove {o well as this. He ſaw that in ſatisfying Hon-- 
tz/to-in this'particalar, he-obliged him much unto him(ſclf. He ſaw 
chat proceeding, in the Election of 4/debrandino chearfully and with 
alacricy, would prove a duplicite ingagement upon him. He ſaw that. 
the King would approve of ſo good andwzcalous a Paſtor. Finally, 
knowing thatghis Election awas given miraculouſly from God , he re- 
ſolved ro gle his conſent toit : And having imparted the ſame unto 
his frien e found them as chearful and alacreous as he could with. 
Beſides that Alsfſandrino aud Razivil a Po/onian, did concur to it 
with a wonderful cheartalneſs ; the fifſt in conſideration that Aldo- 
brandino was the Author of j11s prefermen- ; the other by reaſon ot 


| that League of Amity wherein he was linkcd with eAMldobrandins as 


thetime of hisbeirg Legate in Polonia. This proceeding did continue: 
{ome 1wo days, by reaſou there were ſome ot opinion that it would. 
not. be atrakied, he being none of. thoſe that had been nominared by. 
the King of Spain: and parily as orhers ſaid; becauſe /fadruzze world 
faſt give an account theresf co the Duke of Cefſa ro have his approba- 
tion, who though it was Þcheved chat he was of himſelf prompr 

eaough therein, yerit-was thought that Father Toledo was a principal 
Inftra- 
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Inſtrument about him to adviſe him toit; aſſuring him that A/ds- 
Lrandino would prove a very good Pope, and a true Friend to the King 


of $ pain, in the defence and increaſe of the Catholick Religion. And ' 
It was ſaid alſo that alchough CAfontalto with his Votes, the Exclu- - 
dents, the Yenetians , and a part of the Gregorians could procure him - 


the Papacy withour the affiſtance of Iadruzzs; yer out of his re- 
{pecr to the King he would not do it without the conſent of the Duke 
cf Cefſa. Ic was indeed a thing remarkable, that amongſt ſo many 
evidenc appearances of hispreferment, Aldobrandino did nevercheleſs 
as much as in himlay, exclude himſelf, the heavens being at that time 


propitious to that ſanctified advance, upon the 30. of Faunary Ig 92. 


avout one of the Clock Montalto did publiſh in the Conclave Alds- 
Llrendino to be Pope ; whereupon MMadrazzo , the Excludents, 
CAontelto his Friends, and the Fenetians, went unanimouſly to his 


Ceil, to advertiſe and congrawalate his Holy Election , who neither in 


face, word, nor geſture gave the leaſt ſymptome of alteration , which 
war an evident teſtimony of his moderation, and that he had no ab- 
ſoluce aimar the Papacy. Now we may obſerve for a further Example 
of aſtoniſhment, chac ic was rather a ſtupefaRtion than a rejoycemenc 
that hehad impoſed on him che ſapremeſt honour with che greateſt 
burchen in Chriſtendom, which was apparent after his Election ; for 
che Maſters of che Ceremonies going to demand by what appellation 
he would be inticuled, and(according to cuſtom) co know if he had 
admirted hisElection roche Papacy ? his Holineſs kneeling before the 
Alcar to the moſt Holy Crucifix, wich a Flux of tears _ eyes 
was not at all attentive to the Maſters of the Ceremony ;"Wercupen 
the Cardinals that were nearcſt untohim anſwered, 7, 7, he is willing 
to accept of it. And che Maſters of the Ceremony replying chat ix 
was nor judicially ſatisfactory,unleſs proceeding from his Holineſs own 
mouth. Then his Holineſs deploring wich exceſs of humility ſaid thus, 
Thow O Lord Ged, who ſeeſt the hearts of all men, and to whom all ſe- 
crets are revealed, if the Eleftlon that hath been made of me thy mof 
unworthy F icar, be nat to thy Glory and Service , and the falvation of 
all the faithful : I beſeech thee that my tongue adhzrear faucibus meis, 
If alſo thou ſeeff that it is advantageomto thy Holy Name , and to thy 
Holy Church, 1 upon the confidence of thy aſſiſtance expoſe my ſelf to 
thy blefſed will, His Holineſs having in that manner given his _

he was atrayed in his Pontificalibus ; and being fat upon the ſeat, was 
adorcd by all the Cardinals with a general acclamation. Afterwards, 
che Ceremonies being ended, he was demanded, What appellation he 
would afſame ? Clement, he anſwered. Then was he carried to Sr, Pe- 
ters, and was met in the Portal by 'the Canons and Prelates faluring 
him with cheſe Holy words, Ecce Sacerdos AMagnw, the Te Deuns 
Laudamm following him. As ſoon as he . come 1nto the Cluurch , he 
perf; med his Orizons at the Altar of the moſt Huly Sacrament : 2nd 
afterwards his Holineſs was carried ad liminz Apoftolorums where 
h1vins made his Orizons, he was again fer upon his ſeat , and adored 
by the Cardinals. In the interim, his Election was divalged all over 
R-me, whercupon every one.came to ſee him, bleſſing and praiſing 
God for ſo Holy a Paſtor, who being replere with Charity and Alacriry, 
2avethem a general BenediCtion : and by hig Countenance afſuring 
chem, thache would afford chem Juſtice, and procure Plenty unto 
cheir Bodics, and Salvation unto their Souls, H:s Holincls bing ar 
[aft conducted to the Vatican , confcefied himſelf tro Father Gi Fran- 
Urdine della Yalicella his Conteſlor, and then ſaid Maſs, (as he uſually 
did) with great Devotion. Ic is not to be omitred to declare the 
words his Holineſs ſpake unto his Confeſſor , which were, That he 
deſired him to pray unto God, that if ſuch fruits ſhowld net priceed from 
his Papacy as might be advantageable to his Holy Charch , that he wonld 
te pleaſed the ſooner to deprive him of þ1s life : demonſtrating openly, 
T hat his deſire and aims was not toru'e, but to ſerve his God, and to feed 
his Flock. This Conclave then which was begun with ſo many divi- 
ded wills, contentions , fury and ſtrife, that it was feared it would 
have proved a Schiſm, was ar laſt,by the afſiſtance of che Holy Ghoſt, 


concluded and terminate into a mcſt holy Peace, and Union; of 


which always the praife, honour, and glory be aſcribed to che Divine 
Majeſty, the giver of all good things.
